nual conference at Eslin 
Air Force Base near Pen- 
gacola , Fia. 






Payment of the fees 
"opened all the doors" to 
the gathering on Oct. 4 and 
5. Fir.k paid — even enti- 
tling him tn transportation 
in an air-condiiioned mili- 
tary car from the Pensaco- 
la airoort to th* base, as 
well as meals at officers' 
ciubs and access to an open 
bar, where he hobnobbed 
with generals and major 
industrialists. 

Frr.k said he was sur- 
prised to find ** virtually no 
visible security" at the 
conference, although he 
admitted he might have 
had a harder time talking 
with conferees were he not 
a bespectacled, thirtyish, 
short-haired and mild- 
mannered man whose at- 
tire tends toward gray 
flannel three-piece suits. 

The conference was the 
association's 54th Defense 
Preparedness Meeting; 



held at the Florida bas* by 
invitation of the Air Fcrce 
Chief of Staff, Gen. Jonn 
D- Ryan. Its theme was 
**Air Armament of the Fu- 
ture." 

Although freely conced- 
ing he employed various 
subterfuges to gain the 
conferees' confidence, Fink 
stressed that all conference 
sessions were billed as 
"unclassified" and ^several" 
speakers -indicated they 
were apologetic about cut- 
ting short their talks on 
new weapons systems be- 
cause of the possibility of 
violating security." 

Robert C. Seamans Jr., 
secretary of the Air Force, 
was the guest of honor and 
principal speaker at the 
dinner which concluded 
two days of meetings* 

The first day's sessions 
were devoted largely to as-

Traditionally, the "top

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This year, however. Fink 
said the conferees were 
told that "in a time of aus- 
terity it was not practical 
to have the outdoor dem- 
onstrations/* so instead 
they watched films of 
weapons tests conducted at 
Eglin and other installa- 
tions. 

Fink recorded the film 
narration, which featured^ 
descripti ons of antiperson-^ 
lei weapons he described 
as "effective only against 
living things, not weapons 
systems," although tha 
film narrator was said to 
have lauded the same 
weapons as "doing a damn„ 
-good job- on a lot of 6^" 
trucks." 

At one point, when the 
filn}? showed the dropping 
of white phosphorous 
•hells, the narrator com- 
mented: 'This guff is real- 
ly spectacular •** 



According to Fink, the 
list of civilian conferees 
"read like a list of every 
major defense contractor in 
the country."

The Society of Friends has been distin- 
guished from most other Christian bodies by 
its peculiar doctrinal emphasis upon the 
power of the indwelling Holy Spirit and by 
an optimistic concept of human nature. It 
hu taught the possibility of complete vie* 
tory by the individual, even in thi; life, over 
the power of sin. Hence the traditional 
practice of seeking regeneration through 
appeals to the "better nature," which is to 
Say to the divinity that is believed to exist 
within every man, however outwardly aban- 
doned to evil. Similarly, in conformity to 
Its quietistic attitude toward the problem of 
evil, the society has tenued to place strife 
generally, and war particularly, among the 
greatest evils to which mankind is prone. 

All this, it seems to us, is reflected in the 
report to the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee by a group - of eminent Quakers 
headed by Mr. Gilbert F. White on the pos- 
sibility of peace between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. This report, which 
has now been published by the Vale Uni- 
versity Press, 'sees a possibility of peace in a 
frank recosniiion by both sides that as the 
world is now constituted, neither the com- 
plete triumph or communism nor iu*l ui 
constitutional democracy is possible* 

This being so, say the Friends, it is to 
the manifest interest o: each side to wotx 
Out some understanding ihat will permit the 
peaceable coexistence of both. For neither 
aide has any reason to suppose that if an 
effort is made to resolve the conriict by an 
atomic war, "either the Soviet regime or 
Western democracy would survive in any- 
thing like its present farm, regard J e5S of 
Which side might be the eventual victor." 

The report goes on to arpuc that the Com- 
munist doctrine of world revolution is not 
necessarily an impediment to such an under- 
atanding. For although 

their [the Communists'] philosophy leads 
them to believe that all history moves 
through a series of revolutions toward 
communism, it also teaches them ihat 
revolutionary cfTorts are futile unless 
the time is ripe for them and unless a 
Society has reached ihe point where its 
existing institutions and leadership can 
no longer function. Sporadic efforts to 1 
overthrow governments without regard* 
to the actual conditions of the govern- , 
ment, the society in which it exists.

Bit tealjmpedi ment to understar-— ig and 
the real danger to peace, then, according to 
the report, is the fear that exists on each 
side that it may be attacked by the other. 
These fears, of course, are being augmented 
by the present competition in armaments. 
Thus, as a Rrst step toward remnving these 
luspicions and promoting the sense of se- 
curity desired upon both siri«*s. the Friends 
propose that armaments be reduced to a mini* 
mum necessary for "internal tranquillity" 
(which although the name is not mentioned 
in the report, would presumably allow the 
perpetuation of the M. V. D.), and that the 
five major powers sign a convention to out- 
law the atomic bomb, and that both the 
United States and the Soviet Union lurther 
agree to the destruction of atomic stockpiles 
within a specified date after the signing of 
the convention. Meanwhile, it is also pro- 
posed that **the pres:at stockpiles . * * be 
put under United Nations seal for a specified 
time, and that the concentration ot fission- 
able material be halted* and verified— pend- 
ing the conclusion of the conventions." 

The Friends also appeal to hisiorical 
precedents to indicate the possibility of 
peace between the Communist East and the 
constitutional West, Tor example, they cits 
ibe t»o*vih r:* the *7*rit of mmnal toleration 
imong Catholics and; Protestants after thz 
inconclusive religious wars of the sixteenth 
century.

It might be 
pointed out that the general agreement to 
jdisagree between Catholics and Protestants 
came only after the efforts of both sides to 
decide the issue by arms and persecution 
had ended indecisively. AiZain. it mifcht be

We commend a careful reading of this 
report to our readers, but we also urge them 
to read it in conjunction with the celebrated 
paper on the same subject by Historicus, 
published at the beginning of the year in the 
Foreign Affair it quarterly.
